Lemme tell you about the most bizarre experience I've ever had in the 
broadcasting biz. 


The names, callsigns, and frequencies have all been changed to protect the 
incredibly guilty. 


We're talking the timeframe near the end of the Viet Nam unpleasantness. 
Yours Truly is a student, and part time employee at the cheapest AM station in 
the world. Most of the staff referred to me as "that draft dodging Hippy with 
the tool box", using the same tone they used to describe the General Manager as 
"that penny pinching bastard". 


I mean REALLY cheap, and a REALLY tacky station. I got the job of dealing 
with engineering tasks because I could be had so cheap. I was cheap because I 
didn't have the required 1st Class Radiotelephone; I had a 2nd RadioteleGRAPH! 
Since the nearest FCC Field Office was about 500 miles away, and a Fed hadn't 
been seen in the territory for over 30 years (I think the last one was looking 
for hidden stills during Prohibition), the station's GM decided he could afford 
to bend the rules a bit. Especially for an engineer who'd work for less than 
the Federal minimum wage. 


Once I was at the transmitter site after signoff, intending to tune up the 
transmitter. The GM was complaining that the coverage was down. The rig was an 
old RCA that looked like a refrigerator with plate viewing windows in it's 
front door. No wonder coverage was down; the 833A PA tubes were so gassy that 
they looked like big mercury rectifiers! 


A call was placed to the GM. "No problem", he said. "There's another set of 
tubes in the back room". 


THAT set turned out to be gassier than the first! The tubes were the origin- 
als that came with the rig just after WW2. 


The ground system was just about gone, literally. If one of the local 4wD 
guys needed a tank of gas, he'd find the end of a ground radial, cut off the 
other end at the tower, attach it to his trailer hitch, and pull it out of the 
ground. The copper was then coiled up and tossed aboard, and by nightfall it 
was in the local scrap dealer's yard. 


As a result, it didn't pay to go to the nighttime power level. The proceed- 
ure at sunset was to play a cart announcing the power change, and not do it. At 
nighttime power level, it was difficult to monitor our own signal. 


Anyway... 


One night, near signoff, I was at the studio. The signoff DJ (let's call him 
Joe) was spinning some 45s on the ancient turntables. 


Joe was a newly graduated high school kid who wanted to be on the radio; 
i.e., he'd work cheap. Tho the money was lousy, he quickly discovered that as 
a DJ he was a VERY hot property among the teenage girls in the small town. It 
kinda went to his head. His ego was as big as all outdoors, as was his collect- 
ion of willing girls. 


The rest of the staff thought he was a jerk. 


That night, I was working around him, playing a game of "swap the tubes" in 
the old Gates Yard console. There were no new tubes, and no prospect of any in 
the forseeable future. Therefore, the weaker preamp tubes got stuck in the line 
level channels, while the better tubes went into mike and phono cartridge input 
channels. 


It was about ten minutes to signoff when the studio door opened. There stood 
a PO'ed and somewhat inebriated young pulp cutter / lumberjack who'd wandered 
in from the Office Bar across the street. This guy's build reminded me somewhat 
of a fire plug, and he looked just about as hard. 


Joe introed and rolled the next record. Turning his attention to the visitor 
he went into his "official" mode. Bad move. 


"You can't be in here. This is the studio. Get out," he said in his most 
authoratative and irritating voice. 


"You're Joe, aren't you?" the visitor asked. "You know Mandy, don't you?". 


At this point I have to paraphrase what was said. The conversation got a 
bit raunchy. While I'm not opposed to obscenity, this thing escalated to a 
level that was wonderous to behold, weaving a tapestry of filthy language that 
is much more than I believe in putting on the INTERNET. 


I'll give you a clue. Practically every other word became a four letter 
Anglo-Saxonism that begins with the letter F. George Carlin immortalized it as 
one of the "Big Seven" that you can't use on the air. If you DO use it, this 
same word is a pretty good description of what the FCC will do to you when the 
violation notice goes out. 


Returning to the action... 


"Why yes, I know Mandy. Literally and figuratively" said Joe. "Why do you 
ask?". 


"Mandy's my SISTER", said the visitor as he grabbed Joe by the shirt and 
snatched him off of the stool. He proceeded to use Joe as a punching bag as 
Joe twisted free of his grip and began running around the small studio. 


"Fun, fun, fun, when her Daddy takes the T-Bird away" intoned the monitor 
speaker, while I closed the lid on the Yard and leaned against the wall to 
enjoy the show unfolding in the studio. Neither combatant paid the least att- 
ention to me. 


Tall, skinny Joe got backed into a corner next to the remote control rack, 
while the short, stocky pulp cutter hammered away at his midsection. 


The Beach Boys record spun out into the tail track. "Hold it", Joe said. "I 
gotta change the record". 


Amazingly, the pounding ceased. A bleeding, battered Joe staggered to the 
console, triggered the mike, and introed the next record. Just as he slipcued 
it and the mike went off, he tried to reason with the pulp cutter.

"T'll get it, Joe" I said, stepping over to the cart machine and punching 
the button. 


Joe made his move, and managed to roll out from under. "Thanks" said Joe as 
his opponent fell sideways into the tape cart carousel, knocking it over. 


"This is the end of another broadcasting day at WXYZ Radio" the speaker 
announced.

I decided to opt for a "“used-repairable" R390A from Fair Radio as the 
incremental cost over that usually found for a tested/guaranteed IF module 
that I needed was minimal. A call to inquire as to what "used-repairable" 
meant yeilded their test procedure: "We check them out by tuning them to a 
local AM station. If we get audio, it's ok." These units are reported to 
be physically complete, ‘cept no covers or meters. $175 catalog price. 


One warning, tho. Anybody ordering a unit may inquire as to possibly paying 
a bit extra for proper packing? My unit arrived in a cardboard box barely 
large enough to hold the unit. Packing materials consisted of an inch to 
two inches of crumpled newspaper. Not even close to sufficient for a unit 
of this weight. The unit was quite dirty, and had apparently shared a room 
with somebody applying white paint somewhere with an airless sprayer. The 
miniscule white dots on the front panel cleaned up easily. The overspray on 
the knobs didn't.. 


My unit had the right rear lower corner displaced about an inch and a half, 
with the right side and rear panels curled inwards over 90 degrees. I 
belive this damage did occur in shipping, as there were plastic pieces in 
the box from the smashed B+ fuse holder. I considered asking for a 
replacement unit, as Fair Radio does have a 10 day return policy. However, 
an electrical inspection revealed the unit to be 100% complete and 
operational. And I thought I was getting a set to cannibalize.. now I have 
two working 390A's <grin>. 


So, my weekend has been spent working with that side and rear panel. I'm 
just happy they were made of aluminum and not steel. Many hours of wood 
blocks, C-clamps, a bench vice and hammering (with mucho colorful dialong) 
later, I have things straightened out, at least to the point where all 
screws fit in the designated threaded holes. Those thick side panels are a 
bear to straighten, although I had more trouble with the rear panel with the 
well-warped curled edges. It actually looks quite good. I may consider 
painting the side panels after using some filler to smooth out the vice grip 
and hammer scratches. Finding some something to match the original 
translucent gold-colored treatment might be difficult. Yellowed clear 
lacquer? <grin>. 


Anyway.. after a general cleanout, front panel scrub and knob repaint, the 
Motorola 390A looks great, and actually works equal to my Stewart-Warner 
unit even though it hasn't been aligned yet. Time for a homebrew diversity 
adapter, I guess. One note on this one is that the 16 and 8 khz mechanical 
filters were Collins, and the 2 and 4's were Motorola brand. 


A question about knobs and the front panel. On both of my units, the 
smaller knobs are all flat-black in finish. The main tuning and bandswitch 
knobs are gloss black, as is the digital readout bezel. Is this standard? 


About paints. I picked up two excellent products from Wal-Mart. One is the 
"Color Creations" brand flat black indoor/outdoor fast dry spray enamel, p/n 
20004. Provides a durable and smooth flat black. Another can is Nybco 
Hi-Gloss Laquer, #2302 Gloss Black. This provides a very fast drying 
finish, although I've had some small orange-peel effect when experimenting 
on large flat surfaces. This effect is minimized if I leave the can and the 
workpiece outside long enough to equalize the paint and target piece 
temperatures. 


Using the flat black spray provides a very nice base coat with good fill 
characteristics. A light coat of the gloss over the flat black brightens up 
a knob very nicely. The gloss black by itself did not provide a very 
durable finish by itself (although If I had let it cure longer, it may have 
done better). Either that or the Lacquer reacted a bit with the original 
paint on the large knobs. 


Now I'm glad that our house wiring wouldn't support a T-368, or I'd be 
pestering one of the locals about his ‘spare' unit. These later-model mil 
units are addicting!

This radio is cute. It's a tri-band SSB/CW rig that is typical of the 

"muscle car" rigs of the '60s....extremely high power (speced at 500 Watts 

PEP input) and few other bells and whistles. This particular example is 
xextremelyx clean and comes with the PS-500 AC supply/speaker and a manual copy. 


The receiver section is extremely sensitive on all bands and the transmitter 
section puts out good poweron all bands. I'll be glad to demo it on the air 
if propagation allows. 


There are a few caveats the potential purchaser should know about. 


1. The "correct" tube for an SR-500 is an 8236 and it takes two. These are 
pretty pricey. I think AES sells them for $29.00 each. This SR-500 has 
been converted to use 6146 finals and it is a nice conversion with proper 
voltages, bypassing, and neutralization. 


2. There is an intermittant between the set and the speaker in the power 
supply that I haven't been inclined to find. 


3. If you listen to CW with this rig, your can detect some 60 cycle riding 
on the CW note. Altho present on SSB reception also, it isn't noticeable 
to the ear. 


4. The cases of both the power supply and the SR-500 has some paint chips, 
but neither are banged up. 


This is a neat little transceiver, somewhat rare, and it's time for it to 
go to a new home. 


It can be yours for $135 + actual shipping costs, if not sold locally. (I 
double box radios when I ship them and I'll ship SR-500 and PS separately, 
just so you know what to expect.)

I was speaking on the phone with a ham regarding some matter on BAs, and 
he related to me a problem I thought I might ask of the BA group on his 
behalf. 


He had picked up a KW-2000 "the English Collins" and has found it fine on 
SSB. However, he says he is suffering from about a 100 cycle chirp when 

using it on CW. He says the power supply has checked out to be rock solid 
in voltage delivery etc., and certainly has no modulation problems on ssb. 


All my minor experience could come up with as a problem that found a 
solution was the timed sequence keying that Johnson and Heath implemented 
about 1958 or so in order to prevent chirp. That is about coincident with 
Collins S-Line as well. 

So if anyone happens to have some experiene with the KW2000, problems, 
fixes or implemented tweaks or mods re. cw keying chirp, I sure would be 
glad to relay them on the the owner who has been quite helpful to me.

I understand from Rick Mish 
that in order to get good results, they must be properly cleaned and 
primed with zinc chromate primer. The catch is that the EPA has 
prohibited use of it except by those who are licensed to do so. Rick's 
knobs are not done that way by the way as he says having them primed is 
cost prohibitive.
